FOUR PERSONS BADLY HURT 


Thrilling Rescue Made From Burning 
Building. 
New York, March 19.—Fire in an 
apartment house on West Fifty-ninth 
street known as the Fifth Avenue 
apartments, caused the serious injury 
of four persons, saw some thrilling 
rescues and brought more or less 
fright to the many patrons of the fash­ 
ionable Plaza hotel, which Immediate­ 
ly adjoins the burning building. 
The fire started on the fifth floor of 
the apartment house and quickly ex­ 
tended to the upper floors. Twenty- 
four families occupied the building 
and when the alarm was given the 
tenants, panic-stricken, lied from the 
building. Most of them escaped safe­ 
ly, but John W. McDonald, formerly a 
well known newspaper man and em­ 
ployed in Comptroller Metz' office; 
his son, John R. McDonald, and Mrs. 
J. W. Simpson and her daughter, were 
cut off by the flames. It seemed as 
if they must perish in the flames, but 
the firemen made a daring rescue, car- 
tying the imperilled peogje to the 
street by means of extension ladders. 
All were seriously burned and were 
carried into the Plaza hotel, where 
physicians attended them. 
Several other tenants, as well as a 
Dumber of firemen engaged in rescue 
work, were painfully burned.

John Thompson Writes Interestingly 
of His New Surroundings and Con­ 
ditions as He Finds Them 
In order to keep my promise I will 
write you, endeavoring to describe my 
impression of things in this part of the 
North Star state where I ain now lo­ 
cated. 
I left Brainerd March first after hav­ 
ing lived in Brainerd for 23 years, and 
it was the first time I had been away 
from home to stay any length of time. 
I reached International Falls after IO 
o’clock that night and went from there 
to Ranier on the stage, a distance of 
two and a half miles. I found Mr. 
Davis, the gentleman in charge of the 
customs office here, and was soon in­ 
stalled in the line of work I was to fol­ 
low. The train from Duluth arrives 
here at 12:55 and the one from Winni­ 
peg comes at 1:55, both night trains. 
Mr. Davis did the work necessary on 
the first trip over witn myself a close 
observer, and for the first time I set 
foot on Canadian soil. There is noth­ 
ing very dissimilar between Canadians 
and Americans, but one peculiarity 
amused me—when they meet a friend 
they say “good night,” the same as we 
would when leaving a friend, but now 
I am used to that expression and use it 
myself. We went through the coaches 
I and inspected and checked up all the 


I grips, trunks, baggage and express and 
j was back to Ranier in an hour. The 
I passenger trains are not the only ones 
we inspect, but the freight as well 
which comes every other day and there 
is considerable work with this train as 
well as the passenger trains. 
The second day here I looked the town 
of Ranier over and it took me about 15 
minutes. The town is very nicely situ­ 
ated on Rainy lake, but the lake can 
not all be seen from here as there are 
many bays and it does not look as large 
as it- really is. An abundance of fish are 
caught here every day, and shipments 
are made east. They get fancy prices 
this time of the year, one party telling 
me today that they got 22 cents per 
pound for pike in New York city. The 
fish are mostly pike, pickerel (known 
as jack fish here,) and suckers, which 
are caught with nets and shipments 
made every night. 
One of the interesting objects here is 
what is known as a lift bridge. It is 
of mammoth construction and is run by 
a gasolene engine, although should the 
engine fail to work it is so evenly bal­ 
anced that two men can raise it. It’s 
length is about half that of our steel 
railroad bridge and it is made of steel. 
One end of the bridge has a huge tank 
filled with several thousand tons of 
pig iron to give it an almost even bal­ 
ance. On the Canadian side of 
lake is an Indian Catholic mission school 
with an attendance of over 400

In one of the most secluded parts of 
the Adlrondacks, on the summit of a 
mountain little frequented by sight­ 
seers or sportsmen, Captain E. E.

The committee amended 
this bill so as to not apply to congress­ 
men and then Senator Canfield him­ 
self made the motion for indefinite 
postponement. 
The bill preserved most of the pres­ 
ent primary system. 
Senator Canfield \ 
urged that the congressmen should be 
omitted from the present primary, as ; 
it permitted Democratic congressmen 
to represent normally Republican dis­ 
tricts. 
The commit fe e also killed the bill 
changing the time of the primaries to 
Juno and the bill requiring a state­ 
ment of the origin of the money spent 
on the elections. 
The senate killed a hill for tubercu­ 
lin 
t e s te d dairy products and the 
house bill relating to semi-monthly 
payment of w-ages in addition to sev­ 
eral minor bills. 


Tuberculin Test Bill 
Killed. 


Senator J. W. Wright’s bill relating 
to dairy products permitted creameries 
to demand that none but milk from 
tuberculin-tested cows bo delivered, 
nnd then the ereamery might stamp 
the butter as being free from tuber­ 
culous germs. 
But the senate killed 
the bill with only 10 votes in its favor. 
The senl-monthly payment bill wras 
killed with 21 Aot«s for It, and was 
preceded by a sharp light and a call 
of th* senate. 
After a tilt among the lawyers of 
the l*odv, Senator O. P. Wilson s bill 
permitting the distribution of a man’s 
estate after he has been absent for 
seven years was killed by 31 to 18. 
Ono more vote would have passed it 
The bill giving permission to the 
state board of health to issu- regu­ 
lations concerning eh anlim-ss hi fac­ 
tories wns also killed. 
The senate by a narrow margin 
passed the bill compelling the sale of 
many vegetables by weight instead of 
measure. Tf the bill passes tho house 
potatoes will be sold by the pound in­ 
stead of by the bushel. 
The law was 
amended by striking out sweet pota­ 
toes, tomatoes and other articles, but 
most vegetables and all kinds of grain 
and seed are included in the provision. 
Minneapolis members in the house 
made an effort to kill the Rowe pack­ 
ing plant, bill, but before it came to a 
vote they changed their minds.

PUBLIC SERVICE 
IS PARALYZED 


Strike in France Continues to 


Spread Rapidly. 


Paris, March 19.—The entire public 
service Is paralyzed and business, both 
public and private, is in a condition 
of inextricable confusion as a result 
of the continued strike of postal and 
telegraph employes. 
Throughout the day the situation 
in the capital and the provinces grew 
worse with every hour. The unde­ 
livered letters number into the mil­ 
lions 
and 
300,000 
telegrams 
are 
stacked up awaiting distribution. For­ 
eign incoming mails remain unsorted 
and only a small proportion of the 
outgoing malls have been sent away. 
The 
climax 
of 
the 
strike 
was 
reached when 5,000 repairers, linemen 
and mechanics decided to join the 
strikers. 
These were the last remain­ 
ing workmen employed by the post 
, administration. 
There is no indication of a break 
in the deadlock between the govern­ 
ment and its striking employes. 
The 
j strike will be made the subject of con­ 
sideration in the chamber of deputies 
I and a solution of the problem may 
then he furnished. 
Despite the fact that the cabinet at 
its night session passed a decree au­ 
thorizing the dismissal of its late em­ 
ployes from the state service, and re­

EXACTLY LIKE FULTON’S BOAT 


Replica of Famous Clermont to Dupli­ 
cate Hor Maiden Trip Next Fail. 
The replica of Robert Fulton’s steam­ 
boat Clermont, which made the first 
successful trip under steam power up 
the Hudson river from New York to 
Albany, will play a prominent part in 
the commemorative celebration of the 
three hundredth anniversary of the 
discovery of the Hudson and the one 
hundredth anniversary of the first 
steam navigation next fall under the 
direction of the Hudson-Fulton cele­ 
bration commission. Determining the 
exact dimensions and equipment of the 
Clermont has been difficult, and it is 
only through the efforts of the late 
Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, na­ 
val constructor; William J. Baxter and 
Captain Jacob W. Miller and of Eben 
Olcot, J. W. Millard and Frank E. 
Kirby, naval architects, that it is pos­ 
sible for the commission to build an 
exact replica. 
According to the plans, the Clermont 
will be seen exactly as she appeared 
in 1807 and will duplicate her maiden 
trip, starting from her original slip 
and landing at the same pier in Al­ 
bany.

----------- 
How a Massachusetts Man Uses Its 
Rays to Generate Currents. 
T hat lie lias successfully solved the 
problem of storing up the sun’s rays 
and converting them into electrical en­ 
ergy is the claim made by a Boston 
inventor. 
lie is George S. Cove, and he dem ­ 
onstrates the success of his invention 
by lighting liis workshop in Somer­ 
ville, a Boston suburb, w ith electricity 
generated from a simple apparatus <*n 
the roof. 
. 
Cove’s invention will be known as 
the “solar electric generator,” and he 
says it can be built a t a cost of $100 
each. 
It consists of a fram ew ork to 
be placed in an opening where It will 
receive the direct rays of the sun. 
Short plugs of a metal composition are 
set into this fram e. 
There are 070 
plugs. 
Filled in around these plugs is 
a body of heat absorbing m aterial. 
The difference of the tem perature of 


the two ends of the metal plugs, one 
being in the sun, the other in the open, 
w ith a circulation of air around it, 
generates the current of electricity. 
If the sun goes under a cloud an 
autom atic cut-out breaks the circuit be­ 
tween the generator and the batteries. 
The device is thus entirely autom atic. 
W hen the sun sets, it autom atically 
shuts off the storage batteries and be­ 
gins again in the morning. 
This mu- 
chine generates through a day of sun- I 
shine enough electricity to light five ; 
lights of tw enty candle power each, to 
last from three to four days of con 
tinuous lighting.

No arrests have been made, as 
All the combatants were seriously 
hurt. 


ELECTRICITY FROM THE SUN 


How a Massachusetts Man Uses Ile 
Rays to Generate Currents. 
That he has successfully solved the 
problem of storing up the sun’s rays 
and converting them into electrical en­ 
ergy is the claim made by a Boston 
inventor. 
He is George S. Cove, and he dem­ 
onstrates the success of his invention 
by lighting bls workshop in Somer­ 
ville, a Boston suburb, with electricity 
generated from a simple apparatus on 
the roof. 
. 
Cove’s invention will be known as 
the “solar electric generator,” and he 
says it can be built at a cost of $100 
each. 
It consists of a framework to 
be placed in an opening where it will 
receive the direct rays of the sun. 
Short pings of a metal composition are 
set into this frame. 
There are OTO 
plugs. Filled in around these plugs is 
a body of heat absorbing material. 
The dlffcrence of the temperature of 


the two ends of the metal* plugs, one 
being is the sun, the other in the open, 
w ith a circulation of air around it, 
generates the current of electricity. 
If the sun goes under a cloud an 
automatic cut-out breaks the circuit be­ 
tween the generator and the batteries. 
The device is thus entirely automatic. 
When the sun sets, it automatically 
shuts off the storage batteries and be­ 
gins again in the morning. This ma­ 
chine generates through a day of sun­ 
shine enough electricity to light five 
lights of twenty candle power each, to 
last from three to four days of con 
tinuous lighting. 


MOVE TO SAVE BABIES? 


New York Socioties Planning to Check 
Infant Mortality. 
In an effort to save the lives of the 
babies of New York who are sacrificed 
by the ignorance of their parents con­ 
cerning their proper care the County 
Medical society, the board of trustees 
of .the Bellevue and allied hospltaIs 


and the recently organized Infant Sci­ 
ence academy, which was founded by 
Mrs. Gibson Arnoldi, have begun a 
concerted movement among the chari­ 
table and medical societies of the city. 
The bodies named are planning the 
holding of a great m ats meeting after 
Easter in order to awaken the public 
of New York to a sense of the impor­ 
tance of saving the lives of the babies. 
It is pointed out that, while 26,230 per­ 
sons died last year in New York of 
tuberculosis, against which so vigorous 
a warfare is being waged, the infant 
mortality of New York in the same 
period was 26,503. 
The babies who 
thus met untimely deaths were, ac­ 
cording to a recent writer, “surround­ 
ed by mud and murdered by igno­ 
rance,” and many of the deaths were 
preventable.
